Whether the fear of failure comes 
on a child with blinding sudden- 
■ nes.s or whether it lies on him like 
a dead weight which he hardly 
j recognize;;, it can be a hazard to 
his phygicalas well as his m enial 
health. 
F ear of failure can be so strong 
that on the day of an examination 
a child becomes violently ill. Or 
he m ay “black out” and not be 
able to answer a single question. 
Chronic fear of failure m ay show 
up in the student not wishing to 
recite in class. I have known stu­ 
dents to answ er “ I don’t know” 
to every question they were asked. 
Privately they adm itted they knew 
m any of the answers but wouM 
not speakup in class for fear they 
m ight be wrong. 
A child who fears failur* usually 
I dislikes school. He rejects the idea 
of planning for m ore school. He 
thinks college is a place to avoid. 
Let’s discuss three types of fesr 
of failure that directly affect learn­ 
ing- 
First is the fear of failure due to 
a lack of coordination. If the child 
has not developed enough coordi­ 
nation to clim b jungle g jm s and 
plav gam es with his group, he will 
be afraid to try. Although gam es 
are not directly related to learning, 
they afiect his happiness in school. 
P arents can help their child de­ 
velop the necessary coordination. 
Play ball with him. provide climb­ 
ing and jum ping apparatus, teach 
* him to swin. 
Directly connected with school 
work is the coordination necessary 
for handwriting. Provide the small 
child with plenty of scratch paper, 
pencils 
and crayons. 
Encourage 
hipl to write and draw to develoi 
his hand and arm muscles. Older 
students often can profit by improv­ 
ing their handwriting. This m akes 
their work easier — and usually it 
brings higher scores on exam ina­ 
tions. 


Second is the croaic fear of fail­ 
ure. A student m ay fail to recite. 
He m ay avoid homework. He m ay 
refuse to listen ih class. These stu­ 
dents “ tune out” the instructor be­ 
cause they are afraid they will not 
understand 
the 
lesson. 
Parents 
should help children plan to read, 
understand, listen and recite. 
The third, and m ost drastic fear, 
precedes im portant examinations. 
Parents should encourage their 
children to fill their minds with 
plans on how to take the exam ina­ 
tion. 
“ I will read each question care­ 
fully. I will jot down on a piec® of 
scratch paper the points I wish to 
make and decide 
the 
order 
in 
which I will m ake 
them. I 
will 
answer every question to the best 
of my ability then put it out of 
m y mind and go on to the next 


question. I will schedule m y time 
so that I can com plete the exam ­ 
ination and read my paper over | 
for corrections well within the tim e 
allotted to the exam ination.” 
There is no room for fear in a 
mind filled with plans. 
Parents who wish to elim inate 
unnecessary fear of failure should 
start early to encourage children 
in new experiences, whether it is 
a long awaited but frightening po- j 
ny ride, a new stunt on horizontal 
bars, m eeting new people, or sleep­ 
ing in a strange room. Help them 
succeed in each new endeavor. 


Secure in your affection and with 
their minds filled with plans for 
constructive action, they can pro­ 
ceed unafraid.
